Can we talk? Whenever Joan Rivers asked that question, she 
wasn't really seeking permission. Right up until the moment she 
died on Sept. 4 at age 81 in New York City following complications 
during throat surgery, it was clear that she was going to talk, loudly 
and often, and you were going to listen. And love it. One of the first 
truly transgressive female comedians, both on the stand-up circuit 
and in her countless TV appearances 
(from The Tonight Show Starring Johnny 
Carson to Fashion Police), she was 
famous for bringing her whip-smart wit to 
any subject, no matter how taboo. (Even 
her own plastic surgery was fair game.) 
We asked her good friend, comedian 
Billy Eichner—host of Funny or Die’s Billy 
on the Street—to share his thoughts 
about her life and lasting legacy. 


WHEN | WAS around 8 years old, my father snuck me into an 
adults-only, Saturday-afternoon stand-up-comedy show at 
the Shorehaven Beach Club in the Bronx, where my parents 
and I would spend our summer weekends when I was grow- 
ing up. My dad let me sit on his shoulders so I could see the 
stage. I don’t remember a single thing the comic said. All I 
can remember is that we were all in bathing suits and that 
she was wearing a long, heavy sequined gown in the middle 
of a sweltering summer day in New York City. It was Joan 
Rivers, and it was the first live stand-up show I ever saw. 
Twenty years later I would meet Joan in person when we 
ended up working together on a Bravo talk-show pilot, and I 
told her that story. She knew exactly the performance I was 
talking about and said, “Oh, yes...Shorehaven. I remember 
that dress.” The pilot didn’t get picked up, but Joan became 
a friend, and my greatest champion. And although Joan was

Queen of the Red Carpet, P’ll remember so much more than 
who she was wearing. 

T’ll remember that after our Bravo pilot shoot we had a 
party at Sardi’s, where Joan—the quintessence of hard-won 
New York fabulousness—looked out the windows at all the 
Broadway-goers flooding Shubert Alley and said with such 
joy, “Look at all the people! Theater people!” Yes, she was an 
international star, but she was, first and foremost, a New 
Yorker. I’m not sure anyone embodied New York City more 
than Joan. The glamour, the ruthlessness, the persistence, 
the resilience, the lust for life, the tireless energy, the confi- 
dence, the loneliness, the hustle, the love of fashion, of money, 
of theater, of gay culture, the love of the game. Joan loved New 
York. Joan was New York. 

T’llremember that earlier this year Joan and I bumped into 
each other on a flight from L.A. to NYC while I was on my way 


to do The Tonight Show Starring Jimmy Fallon for the first time. 
She told me she was going to take a picture of me and tweet it 
and tell all her followers that now that I was famous I was 
ignoring her. We laughed. Then, while Joan and I were walking 
toward baggage claim after the flight, I realized I had left my 
garment bag on the plane. She refused to let me deal with it 
myself. She said, “Come with me, I know everyone at this air- 
port.” Then Joan—dripping in jewelry, her fur coat sweeping 
the floor—led me to the Admirals Club, where we stormed in 
together like some insane mix of Absolutely Fabulous, Harold 
and Maude, and a slightly more glamorous Rocky and Bull- 
winkle. The ladies at the front desk said to Joan, “Oh, hi! We 
love you!” She didn’t really pay attention to that, just respond- 
ing, “He left his bag on the plane. You have to help him.” The 
ladies said they would try. I told Joan that she should go meet 
her car and I'd be fine on my own. So Joan, who insisted on 
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wheeling her own luggage, said 
goodbye and blazed toward the 
automatic doors. And then, just as 
she was about to exit, she turned 
around with a flourish and yelled 
back at everyone in the lounge, 
“Oh—and he’s on The Tonight Show 
on Thursday!” 

I'll remember going to Joan and 
Melissa’s Passover seder at 
Melissa’s house in L.A. last year. 
As she led us through the tradi- 
tional Passover rituals, Joan 
sprinkled in a few jokes about Lady 
Gaga amid the Hebrew prayers. It’s 
important to note that this was the 
only seder I’d ever been to where 
waiters in black tie served you the matzo, and certainly the 
only one I’d ever been to where I was seated between Rod 
Stewart’s manager and Lesley Ann Warren. 

I'll remember that years ago when I was struggling for 
work, Joan insisted on dropping off DVDs of my YouTube 
videos with producers at Late Show With David Letterman 
and Jimmy Kimmel Live! Coincidentally, a week before Joan 
died I was booked on Letterman for the first time. Would Joan 
be proud? I think so. Would Joan find it amusing that ’m 
doing the show on 9/11? Absolutely. 

I'll remember that at the wedding of our mutual friend Liza 
just four weeks ago, Andy Cohen and I stood rapt and riveted 
as Joan regaled us with tales about her visits with the Reagans, 
Barbra Streisand, and Prince Charles. Then, during dinner, 
Joan reached out her finger toward me as the people around

us watched. I panicked. I knew she 
was trying to do some sort of bit 
with me, but I couldn’t hear her 
over the din of the wedding and I 
didn’t know what the bit was or 
what she wanted me to do. I kept 
saying, “What? I can’t hear you! I’m 
sorry—what is that finger? I don’t 
know what you want me to do!” In 
my head I was freaking out, think- 
ing, “Oh, God, Joan Rivers is trying 
to do abit with me and I don’t know 
what it is and I’m so embarrassed 
and all these people are watching!” 
But she wouldn’t give up the bit— 
she just held her finger out toward 
me in midair. Finally, she yelled out 
with raspy might, “Michelangelo! Sistine Chapel!” I finally 
understood. I reached out my finger across the table and I 
touched the tip of hers. She smiled. We laughed. Then she 
whispered to me some fat jokes about a person at the wedding, 
we had coffee, and we shared a limo home. 

T’llremember that Joan and her wonderful longtime assis- 
tant Jocelyn were two of the first people to email me after the 
Emmys a few weeks ago to congratulate me on the success of 
my Billy on the Street bit with host Seth Meyers. I wrote back 
and thanked them, and—caught up in a moment of elated 
morning-after-Emmys buzz—I added, “Joan is my hero.” 
Those would turn out to be my final words to Joan. She was. 

Ihave more stories, and I could go on and on about my love 
for her. But in the grand tradition of Joan Rivers, I’ll save the 
rest of it for my book. m

No one serves up ridiculousness 
quite as brilliantly as Shonda Rhimes, 
who is an exec producer on this fizzy 
legal thriller created by Pete Nowalk 
(Grey's Anatomy).

Did you get all that? This is the story of the second coming of The 
Comeback...and it only gets more meta from here. The lines between art 
and reality are blurred to the extreme in the new chapter of HBO’s cult 
2005 comedy series about washed-up ’90s actress Valerie Cherish (Lisa 
Kudrow) and her desperate attempts to recapture fame. In the first season, 
Valerie allowed reality cameras to film her television return in a humiliat- 
ing supporting role as a dowdy landlady on the teen sitcom Room and

Bored. In this improbable second season, Valerie finds herself cast in an 
HBO series about the first season. Which means Kudrow is now playing 


Valerie playing Valerie. (We warned you: meta.) 


“Tt’s a whole new challenge for her: a single-camera dark comedy 
on HBO. She’s such a fish out of water on that,” says co-creator Kudrow, 
who had the opposite feeling when she stepped back into the role of 
Valerie. “The first time they put the wig on me again, I thought, ‘Oh my 


God. There she is. A little older, but look—it’s her?” 


It’s not just The Comeback’s meta narrative that separates it from other 
uncanceled fan favorites, such as Arrested Development and Futurama. 


Rather, it’s that a single-season, low-budget comedy 
that spent a decade buried behind the shed gained 
enough grassroots momentum to earn a second chance 
at one of TV’s most prestigious networks. In a town 
where everyone's looking for the next big thing, how the 
hell did The Comeback make a comeback? 


“THE COMMON-SPEAK about our show was that it was 
ahead of its time,” says co-creator Michael Patrick 
King, who wrote The Comeback as a satire of reality TV 
well before America knew its Kims from its Khloés. 
“No one was used to a woman shredding herself for 
attention on TV, and now, for better or worse, people 
have accepted that as entertainment.”

During the show’s 18-episode 
run, King knew Comeback fans 
were out there, but HBO wasn’t 
convinced. When the series was 
canceled, neither King nor 
Kudrow considered shopping it to 
another network. “Back then, 
when you got canceled, it meant 
failure,” Kudrow explains. “It 
didn’t mean ‘Oh, for this particu- 
lar network it’s not working, but it 
might work somewhere else’ It’s 
different now than it was then.” 

And so King and Kudrow 
moved on—him to two Sex 
and the City movies and CBS’ 
raunchy 2 Broke Girls, and her to 
guest spots and Showtime’s Web 
Therapy. But thanks to DVDs and 
on-demand viewing, The Come- 
back found a new following. Then, 
in early 2014, HBO called. 
“Michael and I went in there and 
they just said, ‘Tell us what you 
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need,” Kudrow recounts. “We 
looked at each other, and our eyes 
filled up, and we just stared. We 
didn’t even know what to say.” 


FOR THREE WEEKS King and 
Kudrow sat on HBO’s offer to 
revive Valerie for a movie event 
or a limited series, mulling their 
creative options. But in fact, the 
inspiration for Valerie’s second act 
had already struck before their 
first meeting. King recalls, “That 
morning at HBO, I pulled up to the 
garage, and the valet told me to go 
park my car myself. And I thought, 
‘That’s a very Valerie thing.” 

In the new season, Valerie 
reluctantly reunites with former 
tormentor Paulie G. (Lance Bar- 
ber), who, fresh out of rehab, sells 
Seeing Red, a dramedy chronicling 
his behind-the-scenes drug abuse 
and frequent sparring with Val- 
erie during the making of Bored. 
“Valerie agrees to play it even 
though she’s probably playing the 
worst version of herself, because 
she thinks it will take her to the 
next level,” says King, adding that 
the cameras following Valerie are 
shooting social-media footage, 
bonus Web content, and more. 
“The closer Valerie gets to this 
heat, the more her life starts to fall 
apart. The overall arc is, how 
much of you is really for sale?”

With HBO’s approval on the HBO-skewering concept and 
just six weeks to shoot the eight-episode season before King 
had to return to 2 Broke Girls, King and Kudrow hurried to 
get the gang back together, including original writers Amy 
B. Harris and John Riggi and their core cast. For Malin 
Akerman, who reprises her role as ingenue-on-the-rise Juna, 
it was an obvious yes. “I’ve been waiting for that phone call for, 
what, nine years?” says the actress, who jokes, “I would have 
quit Trophy Wife to go do two episodes of The Comeback. 
There's no way they were going to keep me from it.” 

The nine years have changed everyone, from Juna and her 
former Bored costar Chris (now an action hero, just like the 
actor who plays him, Kellan Lutz) to the men in Valerie’s life: 
her husband, Mark (Damian Young), who's feeling the strain 
of another decade of marriage; flamboyant hairstylist Mickey (Robert 
Michael Morris), who has learned to embrace his gay identity; and publi- 
cist Billy (Dan Bucatinsky), who's upgraded his clients from the D list to 
the B-minus list and clashes with Mickey for Valerie’s ear. 

Then there’s Valerie herself. The first episode will reveal where she’s 
been and how desperate she’s become. “She has a vlog. She knows what 
tweeting is, and she’s pretty proud of her unimpressive number 
of followers. But she still doesn’t know what anything means,” says 
Kudrow with a laugh “She was always the antagonist to herself, which 
is why we felt like she could go on forever. She could have a great movie 
career, but she won’t get invited to Jennifer Aniston's party.” 


WITH THE LAST moment of the season still unedited, neither King nor 
Kudrow can think ahead to future life for The Comeback—they’re 
anxious enough about high expectations for the second installment. 
Kudrow worries that the character of Valerie Cherish might not be 
shocking enough for a 2014 audience. “It’s just not in her DNA to flip a 
table,” she explains. “She’s not outrageous. She wouldn’t survive on 
reality TV.” King has his own concerns. “My biggest fear is, what if 
people don’t think the show is good enough?” he shares. “But then I 
realized, you know what? People didn’t think it was good enough the 
first time.” And look how that turned out.

On Fox’s new DC Comics-based 
drama, the so-called good guys are nearly as damaged and psychotic 
as the bad guys—and they all live in the belly of a city that’s run like 
Arkham Asylum. “Gotham represents the urban id,” says costar and 
Coyatersioirmy 0) av0Coy=10) 0) oC<vamm Drover Vas DroycabCemmniaeComm oe hiucme elem eniaau(er-) Diol es F-Vaadena 
Bullock.

That’s what Gotham is.” 
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What Gotham decidedly isn’t, 
however, is a Batman show. Bruce 
Wayne (David Mazouz) is here— 
but he’s only 11 years old and just 
beginning his education with Alfred 
Pennyworth (Sean Pertwee) after 
the murder of his parents in the 
pilot. Instead, the series’ main pro- 
tagonists are the straitlaced Det. 
Jim Gordon (Ben McKenzie) and 
his rule-bending partner Bullock, 
who clear cases as budding crimi- 
nals like the Penguin (breakout 
Robin Lord Taylor), the Riddler 
(Cory Michael Smith), and a tween- 
age Catwoman (Camren Bicondova) 
develop into the baddies we know 
and love. Each season will chart 
the ascent of one major villain— 
with the Joker and Mr. Freeze 
expected to join the fun eventually—while also serving up procedural- 
style crime stories every week. The second episode, for example, takes 
on a child-snatching ring that targets street kids for overseas export, 
and the third introduces the Balloon Man, a killer who ties his victims 
to hundreds of balloons and sets them aloft. Says McKenzie, “The crime 
is big and weird and eccentric and often has a lot of dark humor in it.” 

Gotham has brand-new faces as well, including nightclub owner Fish 
Mooney (Jada Pinkett Smith), who runs a street gang and wields a 
mean baseball bat. “She is a ruthless woman,” says Pinkett Smith, who 
drew inspiration from unhinged faded star Norma Desmond in Sunset 
Boulevard. “She’s not just tough but deeply insecure and wounded with 
something deep to hide.” From the moment her character was 
announced, DC fans speculated that Pinkett Smith might not last long— 
especially since season 1 chronicles the rise of the Penguin, who has a 
falling-out with Mooney in the first episode. And we all know what 
penguins eat... “I know something is coming between Jada’s character 
and my character, so when people make that joke, part of me can’t wait 
to see what happens,” Taylor says. “She runs part of 
the show, but he wants to run the whole show. His 
moral depravity surprises even me.” 

But the quickly exiled Penguin, also known as 
Oswald Cobblepot, occasionally helps the straight- 
arrow Gordon. “On paper, we’re enemies. But we 
need each other,” says Taylor, who wears a slight 
prosthetic extension to his nose for the role. “It’s like 
baby steps to becoming a supervillain.” Cobblepot 
will also cross paths with another bad-guy-in-the- 
making, a loner police forensic tech named Edward 
Nygma (Cory Michael Smith), who has acquired the 
odd habit of speaking in riddles. “[Edward] knows

Ifyou haven’t guessed, Nygma 
will become the Riddler (no, this 
show doesn’t exactly operate 
with a light touch)—one of many 
examples of evil triumphing over 
good in Gotham City. Though 
there will be small victories for 
the PD along the way, Gotham is 
a highly unusual series in that its 
heroes are destined to fail. Ulti- 
mately, Gordon and Bullock 
must lose their fight so that 
young Bruce Wayne can trans- 
form into the Caped Crusader, a 
moment that won’t happen until 
the very end of the series. “The 
city has to fall apart in order to 
manifest Batman,” McKenzie 
says. “Gordon’s ascendance 
marks the descent of Gotham, so 
he has to be the good guy trying 
to keep it together as the whole 
place is—very entertainingly— 
falling apart.” But as a great man 
once said: Whatever doesn’t kill 
you simply makes you stranger.

on their own marriage. He watches 
the moment with a smile. Perhaps 
because it’s drawing laughs on the 
set. Or maybe it’s because he’s 
already lived a version of it. “David 
is not very emotional, so I made 
him try the open-eye cuddle,” says 
Wilson, who learned the exercise in 
an acting class. “He couldn’t do it 
for even five seconds.” Says Caspe: 
“T told her anything she needs me to 
do, [’lljust write it in and Ken will do 
it for me, and then I don’t have to 
do it. It’s perfect.” 

This fall’s most buzzed-about 
new comedy positions Wilson and 
Marino asa TV couple to watch. But 
there’s another notable pair at the 
heart of this operation: Wilson and 
Caspe, who've been joined at the hip 
ever since Happy Endings, the ABC 
sitcom that she starred on and he 
created. And for the past three 
years, they’ve been joined at the lip. 
They are a charming, finish-each-other’s-punchlines, opposites-attract 
couple. She’s the queen of grand gestures. He’d rather not make a 
big deal out of it, if that’s cool. And together, they’re hoping they can 
convert relationship comedy, including some of their own, into ratings. 

An artist-turned-writer, Caspe, 35, met Wilson, 33—an Upright 
Citizens Brigade vet who did two seasons on SNZ—when she audi- 
tioned for Happy in 2010. Some, but not Caspe, would say they were 
fated to cross paths. “We did live on the same street in New York at the 
same time, which Casey thinks is some huge spiritual-universe thing,” 
says Caspe. “I find it just to be a mild coincidence.” 

Still, when Wilson let Caspe know that she wanted to turn their 
business relationship into a romantic one, he told her he’d rather keep 
things professional. She didn’t take that so well... 


WILSON | counteracted that with what | think any woman 
would do when you hear a no: | rented out a movie 
theater on Valentine’s Day to screen Annie Hall. And he 
canceled on me that night. 

DAVID CASPE | didn’t even know it was Valentine's Day, 
WILSON Then we didn’t speak for three months.

the horseback-riding portion— 
inspiration struck. “I just came 
up with the idea of ‘Oh, wouldn’t 
it be funny if someone had family 
and friends hiding, and during 
the proposal they got in a huge 
fight and she didn’t know they 
were there?’” says Caspe. When 
he ran the concept of the show by 
Wilson, she liked it so much, she 
asked if she could star on it. NBC 
bought in, and Caspe pursued 
Marino, 45, who'd appeared as 
a love interest for Wilson on 
Happy. “It wasn’t really ‘Could 
he play me?’” says Caspe. “It was 
more like ‘I want someone way 
funnier than me.” 

He wanted something funnier 
than a straight romantic comedy, 
too. “The show is not about plan- 
ning a wedding. It’s a show about 
a couple and their friends,” says 
Caspe. “I really like Bridesmaids 
and Annie Hall, and also East- 
bound & Down and 30 Rock. From 
atone standpoint, I’m hoping we

can combine all those together.” Eastbound vet Marino agrees. “There 
has to be a sweetness to it, but you have to cut that saccharine with 
jokes that are subversive,” he says. “We’re aiming to find that balance. 
And if all else fails, have plenty of fart jokes.” 

Marry Me deals with the challenges of pairing up, such as when Annie 
feels so boxed in after Jake moves in that she slowly transitions 
to living out of her car. Complicating their lives are Jake’s friend/new 
divorcé Gil (John Gemberling), Annie’s BFFs Denna (Sarah Wright 
Olsen) and Kay (Tymberlee Hill), and Annie’s altar-bound gay dads, 
both named Kevin (Tim Meadows and Dan Bucatinsky). 

Meanwhile, Caspe and Wilson, who live in Los Angeles with what she 
calls a “humongous blazer hanger/jewelry holder, a.k.a. treadmill,” are 
navigating their own coupling with humor—even when they disagree on 
a joke. “I can prey on his insecurities as a writer, and he can prey on my 
insecurities as an actress,” notes Wilson. “So one of us will probably fold 
on our own idea pretty quick if met with adversity.” 

The end. Wait, we forgot to tell you how their engagement went! 
Caspe tried to plan a surprise proposal, for which he says Wilson 
showed up in full hair and makeup (“I did not get my makeup profes- 
sionally done. I took my time with it,” she counters) and invited their 
families. But when the big moment came to pop the question...

FIRST CAME A teenage ghost with BY TIM STACK 
a fondness for rubber fetish gear. 
Then there was a serial killer who 
made a mask out of his victims’ skin. And last year, we met a centuries-old 
minotaur kept alive by his voodoo-priestess lover. It’s fair to say that in its 
three previous seasons, F'X’s American Horror Story has never been afraid 
to push the limits in terms of, shall we say, unique characters. But that’s all 
been a tame opening act for season 4’s Freak Show, a showstopping cav- 
alcade of the gloriously grotesque. (No, really: One of the main females 
has three breasts.) “I think this year without a doubt will be my favorite,” 
says star Jessica Lange. “Just the richness of it and the time and the place 
and the characters, it will far surpass anything we’ve done before.” 

And that’s saying something. AHS has amassed a whopping 51 Emmy 
nominations. The last installment, Coven, delivered the series’ highest 
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ratings yet, averaging more than 7 million viewers. One of the vital ingre- 
dients in AHS’ magic potion is the fact that the series reboots itself each 
year with an entirely fresh plot for the same group of actors, including 
Lange and Sarah Paulson. This time, AHS’ maestros Ryan Murphy 
and Brad Falchuk turn their focus to a troupe of misfit performers—led 
by former German cabaret star Elsa Mars (Emmy winner Lange)— 
who arrive in the small town of Jupiter, Fla. It’s a subject that Lange 
actually brought to Murphy a year ago. “I’ve always been fascinated by 
a community of people living like gypsies, on the road and traveling 
from place to place,” says the actress. “And in this case, heightened to 
the degree that they’re all extremely special.” While Lange initially sug- 
gested the Dust Bowl era, Murphy liked the time frame of the 50s. 
“The carny world really ended for the most part when television began,” 
explains the executive producer. “So one freak show replaced another.” 

Populating this particular circus are conjoined 
twins Bette and Dot (Paulson), the latest reeruits to 
a roster that includes bearded lady Ethel (Kathy 
Bates) and her son, Jimmy (Evan Peters), born with 
lobsterlike hands. Adding more drama to the tents 
is the arrival of Ethel’s ex-husband and Jimmy’s 
father, Dell Toledo (Michael Chiklis), a strongman 
who’s on the run from the law. “Jimmy is the big 
man on campus and is the male leader of the group 
until Dell comes and they begin to battle for power 
under Elsa,” says Murphy. Still wondering about 
the tri-breasted female? That would be Dell’s new 
wife, Desiree DuPree, played by Angela Bassett.

The role requires Bassett to 
wear a prosthetic that covers 
her entire chest. “Angela likes to 
flash them,” jokes Paulson. 
“She’s like, ‘Look at my three 
boobs!” (Not all of the roles rely 
on special effects, however: 
Murphy cast the two-foot-tall 
Jyoti Amge, named by Guinness 
as the world’s shortest woman.) 

But it’s Paulson, one of the 
few stars to appear in every 
season of AHS, who has the 
most physically and mentally 
demanding role on Freak Show: 
playing Bette and Dot, two very 
different women sharing a 
single body. “It’s not as simple 
as nice and evil,” says Paulson. 
“Tt’s more complicated, in true 
Ryan Murphy style.” The cre- 
ation of the twins requires a 
mixture of camera tricks, CGI, 
and prosthetics. “It is the most 
challenging so far,” says Paul- 
son of the dual role. “I have 
anxiety because I just want 
people to believe it and forget 
that they’re watching some- 
thing that isn’t real.” 

That is, ifthey aren’t too busy 
covering their eyes in fear from 
the season’s villain, a nasty fella 
(and murderer) named Twisty 
the Clown (John Carroll Lynch), 
who has retired in Jupiter and 
is not exactly thrilled by the 
arrival of the freak show. “He’s 
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out to make their lives a living hell,” 
explains Murphy. “He’s wearing a 
mask on the lower part of his face, 
and there comes a point in the 
season where he takes the mask 
off. When you see what’s under, you 
will faint in terror.” 

Other Coven alums back for more 
include Emma Roberts and Denis 
O’Hare as a pair of con artists, as 
well as Frances Conroy as a wealthy 
woman whose son (Finn Wittrock) 
wants to join the freak show. “He 
relates to them,” says Murphy. “He feels like a freak inside even 
though he’s a beautiful man.” Perhaps the biggest surprise is the 
return of Pepper (Naomi Grossman), a fan favorite from Asylum who 
plays a show performer. It’s the first time AHS has carried over a 
character from a previous season, which makes Freak Show some- 
thing like a prequel (the events of Asylum take place 10 years later). 
“We thought about it long and hard, and we decided that it was inter- 
esting to do,” says Murphy. “This is sort of like what happened to 
Pepper before she went to the asylum.” 

There will, of course, be the hallmarks fans have come to expect 
from AHS, including time jumps (look for flashbacks to Elsa’s cabaret 
days in 1930s Germany, plus a peek at young Ethel) and a two-part 
Halloween episode, this one featuring Wes Bentley (The Hunger Games) 
as a character named Edward Mordrake. “He is a very famous horror 
myth,” explains Murphy. “It was a man with two faces. A normal face 
and then a face on the back of his head that would whisper evil things 
and force the forward-facing entity to commit horrible crimes.” 

All involved say the tone this year hews closer to the darkness and 
poignancy of Asylum than to the high gloss of Coven. “The stories are 
so rich and complicated,” says Paulson. “It’s really about this idea of 
being a forgotten soul that’s just been cast aside in the world. Every- 
body feels like that at some point in their lives.” 

Production only began on Freak Show in mid-July, but Murphy has 
already started plotting season 5. Nothing is certain, although we 
know Lange is sticking to her announcement that she won’t be back 
for another year. (“I 
haven’t reconsidered,” 
says the actress.) Which 
means Murphy will need 
an infusion of fresh star 
power for the show. After 
nabbing Stevie Nicks for 
Coven and Patti LaBelle 
for Freak Show, he’s still 
got a few superstars in 
mind for the future. Jokes 
Murphy, “Diana Ross, 
your call is coming!”

Little did they know that 
the show's subject 
matter hit extremely 
close to home for the 
writer. “For some reason, 
Fox, based on this very 
muscular pilot | wrote, 
thought of me for this— 
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having had no idea that | 
had family who were 
doctors, had a brother 
who had been in the 
hospital, and had worked 
with kids with cystic 
fibrosis,” says Nagle. 
Narrated by a boy in 
acoma named Charlie 
(Griffin Gluck), Red 
Band Society follows a 
similar group of teens in 
LA.: Leo (Charlie Rowe), 
who has lost his leg and 
hair to osteosarcoma, is 
the veteran member of 
the wing. Kara (Zoe 
Levin) is a heartless 
Candy Crush-ing cheer- 
leader in desperate need 
of a heart transplant. 
Dash (The X Factor’s 
child rapper Astro) isn’t 
ashamed to use his cystic 
fibrosis to get what he 
wants. Emma (Big Time 
Rush star Ciara Bravo) 
waxes wise about 
Shakespeare while hid- 
ing her anorexia under 
baggy clothes. And join- 
ing them is hospital new- 
bie Jordi (Nolan Sotillo), 
who has to learn the 
ropes. Among the few 


adults in the main cast 
are Oscar winner Octavia 
Spencer as tough Nurse 
Jackson and Dave 
Annable as McDreamy 
surgeon Dr. McAndrew. 
Even with adult 
supervision, though, 
these sick teens man- 
age to break plenty of 
rules. In the pilot, Dash 
tries to sweet-talk a 
young nurse (Rebecca 
Rittenhouse) into taking 
his virginity before he 
dies—an incident drawn 
from Nagle’s actual vol- 
unteer experience. “Kids 
are kids wherever they 
are,” she says. “They're 
still doing crazy stuff.” 
On set in Atlanta, the 
teen actors—some 
young enough to require 
private tutoring while 
filming—aren’t quite so 
rowdy. They've formed 
their own community, 
which includes taking 
cooking lessons at 
Spencer's house and dis- 
cussing Wes Anderson

films as part of a movie 
club. “It feels just like 
being ona set witha 
bunch of 30-year-olds,” 
jokes Spencer, who 
landed on Red Band 
after plans for an NBC 
reboot of Murder, She 
Wrote fell apart. “I hada 
moratorium on nurse 
roles because I've played 
them so many times. 
But as | read Nurse 
Jackson, | realized she 
wasn't the typical 
nurse... She will always 
be no-nonsense, and the 
thing that | love about 
her is she’s the smartest 
person in the room.” 
About that room: 
The pediatric wing of 
the fictional Ocean Park 
Hospital might look like 
it was ripped from the 
pages of a Pottery Barn 
Teen catalog—from 
the cute comforter on 
Charlie’s bed to Emma's 
quirky desk lamp— 
but the bright sets 
are based on the real- 
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life Mattel Children’s 
Hospital UCLA and 
state-of-the-art 
pediatric wards in the 
U.K. “When teens get 
sick, they’re often in 
the hospital for a really 
long time,” says Nagle. 
“They have to create 
environments that are 
conducive to who they 
are as people. It’s much 
more like a boarding 
school than a hospital, 
but it’s not a world we 
know much about.” 
Because every day 
means so much to 
patients so young, the 
first season will take 
place over three weeks, 
and there will be fre- 
quent flashbacks to the 
characters’ lives on the 
outside. But on a show 
revolving around teens 
with serious illnesses, 
inevitable questions 
about their future arise. 
Rowe, 18, anchors the 
cast as Leo, the wise- 
beyond-his-years pack 
eader who doles out 
the titular red bracelets 
to his fellow patients 
ike badges of honor. 
“Leo has been through 
all these painful things 
in the hospital, and 
that’s why he loves it so 
much—it’s a part of 
him,” he says. “He’s 
more afraid of what's to 
come rather than 
what's happened.” 
While Red Band 
won't avoid tragedy, 
Nagle assures us that 
it won't reach Fault in 
Our Stars levels of emo- 
tional devastation too 
often. “The show we 
want to make is about 
that moment when a 
person that you hardly 
know becomes the 
person you can't live 
without,” she says. “The 
show is about survival— 
not about death.” SEPT. 17

How to Get 
Away 


With Murder

EVEN OSCAR NOMINEES don’t 

always get what they want. On 

the downtown L.A. set of ABC’s 

new thriller How to Get Away With Murder, star Viola Davis (The Help) is 
shooting a scene in which her character, high-powered attorney and law 
professor Annalise Keating (imagine a female Alan Dershowitz with ne Iza, = 
better hair and clothes), is defending a client pegged by police for the slates 2 
death of a local college student. “How are we to know if the confession Alfred En 
was coerced or not, Your Honor?” she barks at the judge. But the court 
authority is not impressed: “I’m setting bail at $1 million.” 
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Big stakes and even bigger surprises 
are precisely how Murder plans to hook 
viewers. At a time when audiences are 
fleeing network TV for more provocative 
cable fare, this twisty, sexy series, execu- 
tive-produced by Shonda Rhimes, goes 
for broke with healthy doses of violence 
(two characters are dead by the end of 
the first episode) and sex (the premiere 
finds Annalise on the receiving end of a, 
um, very pleasurable experience). It’s 
also a legal thriller so juicy it was able to 
lure two-time Academy Award nominee 
Davis to TV, and even push her to get a 
little raunchy. If viewers thought Scandal 
was a speed-plotted roller coaster, then 
Murder, created by Rhimes protégé Pete 
Nowalk, is the latest hold-on-for-dear-life 
addition to the Shondaland theme park. 
“Literally I'll be reading a script and stop to pick up the phone and call 
Pete and go, ‘Did you just do that on page 30? That’s insane—in the best 
way, ” says Rhimes. “It’s been a long time since I’ve been excited in this 
way by how someone's telling a story.” 

Nowalk learned his craft from the best. The writer, 35, honed his bold 
storytelling while working under Rhimes herself as a writer on Private 
Practice, Grey’s Anatomy, and Scandal. “People look down on network 
TV, and she doesn’t give a s--- about that,” says Nowalk. “She really just 
puts her blinders on.” Last year, he pitched Rhimes and her producing 
partner Betsy Beers an ambitious, time-shifting thriller involving a 
charismatic Philadelphia criminal-law professor whose students may 
be up to no good. In the show’s gripping first scene, the kids dispose of 
a corpse in the woods—and the mystery only deepens from there. 
“From the moment you heard the opening, you 
just went, ‘Okay, I’m so totally hooked, ” says Beers.* 
Relatively unknown actors were cast as the attractive 
but potentially murderous law students who help 
Annalise with her cases week to week: naive Wes 
(Harry Potter’s Alfred Enoch), ambitious Michaela 
(Aja Naomi King), seductive Connor (Jack Falahee), 
quiet Laurel (Karla Souza), and douchey Asher 
(Orange Is the New Black’s Matt McGorry). 

Still, the team knew that the key to Murder’s success 
would be finding the perfect actress to bring Annalise 
to life. The producers considered Davis but had heard 
through the grapevine that she didn’t want to do TV. 
After struggling to cast the right star, they sent Davis’ 
manager the script anyway. “My manager said, 
‘Viola, you’ve always talked about wanting to play 
someone who's sexy and messy and vulnerable and 
strong at the same time. This is it, ” recounts Davis, 
who doesn’t watch much TV but admits to loving

Oxygen’s true-crime series 
Snapped. “[She] resisted it 
because she was like, ‘Do I put 
Viola Davis on TV?’ And after 
reading the role I said, ‘Well, you 
can put this Viola Davis on TV’” 
Alongside Kerry Washington 
(Scandal), Halle Berry (Extant), 
and Octavia Spencer (Fox’s new 
Red Band Society), Davis is proof 
that the best black actresses in 
the business are finding challeng- 
ing, complex roles—at least on 
TV. “I think Kerry Washington 
really changed the game,” says 
Davis. “People began to wake up 
to the fact that, yes, a woman of 
color can lead a show and people 
will watch and be intrigued.” It 
also helped that Davis, who 
signed a standard seven-year 
contract, got ABC to agree to no 
more than 15 episodes a season 
(in lieu of the traditional 22 for a 
network drama), leaving time for 
other projects during the hiatus. 
Though it will have fewer epi- 
sodes, Murder isn’t skimping on 
plot. The drama introduces two 
mysteries in its premiere: the 
aforementioned dead body and, 
later, the disappearance of a

college student—which may or may not involve Wes’ odd neighbor (Katie 
Findlay). Each episode will track both mysteries and include a case of the 
week. And Nowalk promises there will be satisfaction: “By the end of the 
first season, you'll find out who killed both of those people and why.” Just 
don’t ask the cast whodunit. Nowalk has revealed the ending to the 
writers and producers, but he doesn’t plan to share it with the actors until 
the last minute. “They talk to you [reporters] all the time,” he says. Enoch 
confirms that the cast is in the dark: “It’s one of the things ’m most 
desperate to know! Because we’re all like, ‘Well, what if it’s me?’” 

The one mystery without a definitive answer is, What is next for Shonda 
Rhimes? ABC has so much confidence in the Rhimes brand that its entire 
Thursday-night lineup is a Shondaland smorgasbord, starting with Grey’s, 
building to Scandal, and serving up Murder as dessert. “T try not to pay 
attention to ratings,” says Rhimes. “But I do think it’s very lovely that they 
have that faith in me.” While their company has obviously had great 
success with hour-long ensemble dramas, Beers says they’re looking to 
diversify. “We're hopefully developing a couple of comedies this year,” she 
says, adding, “Movies are always a possibility.” But the next phase of 
Shondaland may actually be exemplified on this new series, which is 
fittingly about a teacher and her students. “There are the shows that I 
write and create myself,’ says Rhimes, “and then there’s what I think is the 
real future of Shondaland: fostering the talent of other writers.” 

If Murder is a hit, Nowalk has a plan for years of drama to come. 
“The great thing about what happens to Annalise and these kids is 
that it’s something that changes them for life,” he says. “So there are 
ripple effects that can give us seasons and seasons.” Does Davis know 
what would be in store for her in season 2? “No, and if I did I wouldn’t 
tell you because I would have to kill you.” She laughs. “I don’t wanna 
be on Snapped!”

Not all of the TV deals are legally binding. After the show airs, the companies 
are vetted, and TJ Hale, who hosts the Shark Tank podcast, has estimated that 
two-thirds of the deals fall through after vetting. Is that accurate? 

CLAY NEWBILL, EXEC PRODUCER No, that percentage was based on a very 
limited sampling. The percentage of deals that have closed has steadily 
increased since season 1. In our most recent season, nearly two-thirds 
of the deals actually closed. 

What are the other sharks’ weaknesses? 

oLeary Emotion. Some people say, “You're cruel.” No, I’m not. Ifyou think

I’m tough, wait till they work in 
the real world of business.

HERJAVEC If you have a bad busi- 
ness and you don’t understand 
your numbers, Barbara [Corco- 
ran] is going to invest in you.

[Laughs] Look, 
here’s her thing: She uses every 
angle she can get. She'll throw 
that in, if it’s to her advantage, to 
do that men-versus-women

Are the companies that get deals 
with the sharks contractually 
obligated to pay royalties to ABC 
and Disney and Sony on future 
sales? The Washington Post 
reported that at least one com- 
pany, Pork Barrel BBQ, does. 
NEWBILL The details of the agree- 
ments between the entrepre- 
neurs and sharks are confidential. 
Both parties have the chance to 
go through due diligence, and the 
producing companies are not 
involved in that process. 

Can you give us a preview of what’s 
new this season? 

JoHN We're really nasty to each 
other now. We get into one of our 
biggest fights, Lori and I against 
Robert and Mark, about “What’s 
a charity case?” It gets heated. 
Of course, Kevin’s sitting there, 
yelling, “Save the money!” Kevin 
couldn’t care less where the 
morals are. 

ovtearY The size of the deals— 
we have several multimillion- 
dollar deals—and the way those 
deals are structured are more 
complex, because real compa- 
nies have existing products in 
distribution and have seen the 
Shark Tank effect.

between takes. The Arrested Development star—who plays Maura, the 
transgender head of the Pfefferman family and the lead of the new 
Amazon comedy Transparent—is shooting a scene at a cross-dressing 
retreat in Malibu where Tambor’s character and a friend, Marcy (Bradley 
Whitford), are preparing to head out to a dance. Whitford, in a body- 
hugging dress and cardigan, releases a string of curses about the pain of 
wearing heels that would make a long-haul trucker blush. “This mascara 
is too heavy,” he says, blinking rapidly. “There are no accidents!” answers 
Tambor. More than 50 extras in various stages of sequins, Lycra, and 
obnoxious florals are waiting to welcome Maura and Marcy to what will 
turn out to be an epic party. Amy Landecker, who plays Maura’s daughter 
Sarah, hangs around watching Tambor and Whitford nuance their way 
through a scene, swaying drunkenly and vamping like Italian screen sirens. 
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People don’t seem to want to 
leave, because it feels like some- 
thing special is happening here. 
And it is. Set in contemporary 
Los Angeles, Transparent follows 
Maura (formerly known as Mort) 
as she comes out as transgender 
to her ex-wife, Shelley (Judith 
Light), and kids (Landecker, Jay 
Duplass, and Gaby Hoffmann). 
Whitford plays Marcy, whom we 
first meet as Marc. Although 
Orange Is the New Black ’s Laverne 
Cox has brought transgender 
issues to the forefront, no series 
has tackled it as a main plotline— 
until now. “There really has never 
been a show like this, the way Will 
& Grace kind of changed the world 
for gay people,” says Jill Soloway, 
the show’s creator. “We’re just 
beginning to tell a story about 
gender in this country. And we’re 
going to for sure make some 
mistakes. But we’re excited about 
starting the conversation.”

It’s one that’s close to Soloway’s heart: Three years ago her father came 
out as transgender. A veteran of meditatively quirky sagas like Six Feet 
Under and United States of Tara, Soloway had been developing a new 
family story for years, and this revelation brought it all together. “I'd seen 
a version of this show in my head, but this particular aspect of it came to 
me out of the real-life situation,” she says. “It’s kind of a docudrama about 
a much funnier, comedically and dramatically idealized version of my 
family.” Initially she wanted to use Maura’s announcement to her children 
as the jumping-off point of the pilot, but Amazon head of comedy Joe 
Lewis sold her on the slow burn. “It’s sort of vital that it isn’t about the 
finding out,” she says. Transparent finds humor in the mundane drama of 
daily life rather than in shtick. Putting all of Maura’s cards on the table 
from the get-go would lose the exploratory moments of identity revealed 
as Maura comes out to each of her children—who, throughout the series, 
struggle with gender and sexuality issues of their own. 

“To have the combination of something that’s sexy 
and funny and also part of a civil rights movement,” says 
Landecker, “it’s pretty outstanding.” And the show takes 
its responsibility seriously. Twenty-five members of the 
cast and crew are transgender, and meetings start with 
an update from transgender consultants Zackary and 
Rhys—who also teach on-set classes—on what's new in 
the trans community. Everybody is learning together: 
Something as basic as navigating pronouns is hard, 
and the team decided not to include photos of Mort in 
publicity materials, as it was deemed disrespectful to

Maura’s journey. “Having been on 
a show that was about political 
issues, I can tell you the one thing 
you never want to do is serve a 
heaping helping of civic vegeta- 
bles, because no one wants to eat 
them,” says Whitford. “The way 
that Jill weaves sensitivity and 
humor is fascinating.” 

While the show takes place in 
the present day, it lends equal 
time to Maura’s backstory. We 
get glimpses of a pre-transition 
Maura as Mort, testing the 
waters as she gets to know 
herself. Tambor himself got to 
experience the joy and apprehen- 
sion on a personal level when 
Zackary, Rhys, and Soloway took 
him to a trans club in the Valley 
the first time he was in costume 
as Maura. “Going down the eleva- 
tor, I was just shaking like a leaf. 
And when we were going to go 
to the valet to get our car, no one 
looked at me,” Tambor says. 
“There's an adage in acting that I 
love: You’re stuck with the char- 
acter, and the character is stuck 
with you. Maura and I have met 
each other in our late 60s/early 
70s, and we like each other.”

OW THAT technology has made it 
impossible to ever be truly lost or 
alone, the idea of venturing out into 
the wilderness by yourself feels all 
the more romantic. No wonder it’s 
becoming a popular movie fantasy. 
In December, Reese Witherspoon will star in 
Wild, the true story of Cheryl Strayed’s 1,100-mile 
solo hike along the Pacific Crest Trail. But 
Strayed’s story owes a lot to the one in Tracks, 
which follows real-life pioneer Robyn Davidson 
(Mia Wasikowska) as she treks 1,700 miles 
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through the Australian desert with four camels 
and a dog by her side. She went on to write a 
National Geographic piece about the experi- 
ence that she then expanded into a best-seller. 

Like Davidson herself, this lush adaptation 
from director John Curran (The Painted Veil) 
is remarkable for accomplishing so much with 
so little. There’s no love story, although Adam 
Driver is marvelously dorky as a National 
Geographic photographer who meets up with 
Davidson every so often and might be nursing 
a crush. There’s minimal dialogue—and, 
really, not much to say, because Wasikowska’s 
riveting performance tells you everything 
you need to know about how solitude can chip 
away at the mind. And there’s virtually no 
attempt to psychoanalyze Davidson’s 
motives for taking the journey: The script 
only hints at a tragic backstory, and in a 
voice-over, Davidson thwarts any attempt to 
brand her as a women’s-rights activist or a 
nature conqueror, stating only that she 
wanted to “feel free.” 

Still, what’s on screen will leave you in a 
state of wonder. The sweeping cinematogra- 
phy surveys the cracked earth and Davidson’s 
chapped skin with equal intensity, as if to 
remind us how vulnerable we puny mortals 
are. There’s a powerful message about human 
endurance in there, and no one needs to hear it 
more than this generation, which came of age 
too late for Joseph Campbell's rites-of-passage 
ceremonies and would never survive in the 
desert without an iPhone compass app. A

Told in the wake of a Very Bad Thing that unravels the relationship, 
Disappearance is still a thoughtful meditation on loss, but even the short 
version is a lot to take. Conversations play like academic dissertations, 
imparting the emotional impact of a scene instead of just letting us feel 
it. “Tragedy is a foreign country,” Eleanor’s father (William Hurt) tells 
her. “We don’t know how to talk to the natives.” Characters abruptly 
explain their own behavior: “I never wanted to be a mother,” Eleanor’s 
mom (Isabelle Huppert) confesses, out of nowhere. Themes are spelled 
out too clearly, from Eleanor’s allegorical name to the background movie 
posters of Masculin/Féminin and A Man and a Woman, two films about 
subjectivity. Yet Disappearance is worth watching for Chastain’s fierce 
performance as a woman swallowed up by bone-deep grief. If we can feel 
exactly what Eleanor is feeling, maybe we’re not so alone after all. B

HOW’S THIS FOR A PITCH? It’s 1984 and 
striking coal miners in a tiny Welsh town 
are being starved out by the British 
government when a band of big-city gay 
and lesbian activists from London decides 
to champion their cause. The unlikely 
allies join forces to rally against some 
common foes—Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher, the police, and the British 
media—in a battle for equality and 
dignity. If it were fiction, no one would 
believe it. But this obscure historical foot- 
note is not only true, it has inspired a new 
indie gem, Pride (out Sept. 26), a lump-in- 
your-throat crowd-pleaser reminiscent 

of The Full Monty and Billy Elliot. 

When first-time screenwriter Stephen 
Beresford initially heard about Lesbians 
and Gays Support the Miners (LGSM), he 
recalls, “I thought it was some kind of gay 
myth.” With good reason. Decades before 
same-sex marriage was legalized, British 
gays and lesbians faced routine harass- 
ment by police officers on the streets. 

At the same time, the National Union of 
Mineworkers mounted a protracted strike

in response to the Thatcher government's 
plan to shutter dozens of mines. That’s 
when London-based gay activist Mark 
Ashton (Ben Schnetzer) enlisted his 
friends to raise money for the struggling 
miners. Incredibly, union rep Dai Donovan 
(Paddy Considine) invited them back to 
his small, deeply religious Welsh town. 

When LGSM members rolled up in 
their multicolored van, the reception was 
mixed, to say the least. Some of the 
miners wanted to refuse LGSM's money, 
and some were outright hostile, throwing 
bottles at the visitors. “What's interesting 
about prejudice is that it’s never nuanced,” 
says Beresford. “It’s plain, simple stupidity... 
But if you show up and say, ‘Here | am, 
those things melt away. It’s that 
proximity—that’s what happened here.” 

Much of the emotional power of Pride, 
directed by Matthew Warchus (Simpatico), 
comes from watching the barriers between 
the two groups come down. In one scene, 
the flamboyant Jonathan Blake (Dominic 
West) breaks the ice at a Welsh union hall 
by shimmying to the disco hit “Shame, 


Shame, Shame.” The real Blake, now 65, 
doesn’t recall performing an elaborate 
dance solo, but says the scene captures 
the spirit of the time. “Those days were 
so extraordinary and sort of fierce,” says 
Blake with a laugh. “I certainly threw 
myself into it.” 

In May, Warchus and Beresford 
screened the film for the real-life LGSM 
members and former miners. “It was 
loaded with emotion before we went in,” 
says Matthew Jackson, LGSM’s record 
keeper. “We were in pieces when it 
was finished.” 

Sadly, not all members of LGSM lived 
to see their efforts celebrated on screen. 
Ashton died of AIDS in 1987. Remarkably, 
Blake, one of the first people diagnosed 
with HIV in the U.K. in 1982, has survived. 
“At the time no one knew what [AIDS] 
meant, except that it was a death sen- 
tence,” he says. “I tried to commit suicide, 
but | couldn't bear for someone to come 
and clean up the mess. So | thought, 

‘All right, in that case, you gotta get out 
there and live.”

HERE’S A BAT-SHAPED hole at the heart 
of Gotham, a crime serial set in the world of 
the Dark Knight years before Bruce Wayne 
decides to play superhero. The drama 
focuses on young detective Jim Gordon (Ben 
McKenzie), an honest cop trying to clean up 
a dirty town without soiling his soul, and 
tells the origin stories of the Caped Crusader’s signature 
adversaries—the best rogues’ gallery in superhero fiction. 
The Penguin is still Oswald Cobblepot (Robin Lord Taylor), 
a misfit thug; the Riddler is still Edward Nygma (Cory 
Michael Smith), a CSI who speaks in cryptograms; and Cat- 
woman is still Selina Kyle (Camren Bicondova), a nimble 
urchin who steals milk for stray kitties. Their future nemesis 
is accounted for too: We meet young Bruce (David Mazouz) 
on the night his parents are murdered by a masked mugger.

And so the comic-book takeover of TV 
continues. This season, The Flash, Constantine, 
and Gotham join Arrow, Marvel’s Agents of 
SALELD., and The Walking Dead. Fanboy 
USA should feel flattered to be so coveted—and, 
perhaps, guilty for costing us more original 
ideas. Still, points to showrunner Bruno Heller 
(The Mentalist) for an inspired reorganization of 
Batman lore, which he uses to make something 
sufficiently and intriguingly different: a myth of 
innocence warped by a culture of violence and 
institutional injustice, and a dark drama that 
repudiates and tries to redeem an era lousy with 
antiheroes, even as it wallows in its bleakness. 

It remains to be seen if Gotham can have it all 
ways—if it can be both hard-boiled heavy and 
why so serious? pulp. Director Danny Cannon 
creates a visual aesthetic that is superficially 
cinematic; his Gotham lacks the personality of 
Tim Burtor’s and the grit of Christopher Nolan's. 
But the show gets ample attitude from its vil- 
lains, who are played bold and broad, although 
their pathologies are so fully formed, you won- 
der how much “origin story” is left to tell. 

McKenzie is a winning mix of cockiness and 
righteousness. Even better is Donal Logue as his

partner, Harvey Bullock—salty, slovenly, cyni- 
cal. They’re a dynamic dysfunctional duo. And 
while Jada Pinkett Smith’s underworld boss 
Fish Mooney is tonally wonky, she’s a bawdy 
blast nonetheless. The mystery of the Waynes’ 
killing and the drama of the Penguin's ascen- 
dancy seem compelling fodder for season 1. The 
big picture suggests a new twist on Batman’s 
origin: How will Gordon’s success—or failure— 
as a moral lawman influence Bruce’s decision 
to go Batty? If it can hone the tone and aim 
higher than mere fan-service extravaganza, 
Gotham could be worth a long stay. B

black-ish is good-ish. That’s the problem with 
this promising sitcom from Kenya Barris (The 
Game), which pokes fun at the idea that Andre 
Johnson (Anthony Anderson) and his family 
might lose their culture as African-Americans 
if they try to fit in with their white neighbors: 
It’s funny, but it’s not revolutionary. Granted, 
it’s just a comedy—it shouldn’t have to be 
revolutionary—but when you give your show a 
big-umbrella title that speaks to racial identity 


in 2014, youre setting up high expectations. So 
maybe it’s inevitable that black-ish skews too 
broad. Barris lays out his thesis too obviously 
with Andre’s episode 1 voice-over: “Sometimes 
I worry that, in an effort to make it, black folks 
have dropped a bit of their culture and the rest 
of the world has picked it up,” he says, as 
though network execs suggested that he spell 
it all out for a white audience. And some jokes 
feel too easy, since they assume that black kids 
don’t play field hockey or eat yogurt. 

Luckily, Barris has plenty of smart things to 
say about being successful and black. He’s 
particularly sharp on matters of institutional 
racism, as when Andre gets angry that his 
white boss promoted him to the head of the 
company’s “urban division.” Of course, Andre’s 
wife (Tracee Ellis Ross) points out that he’d 
be angrier if a white guy had gotten the job. 
Ross and Anderson have great chemistry, and 
Barris clearly has stories to tell about African- 
American families that network TV needs to 
showcase. The hope is that once Andre can 
speak as a fully fleshed-out character, not a 
spokesperson for black-ish men, we won’t 
need a voice-over to tell us how he feels. B

THE FIRST THING you notice when you 
peer tentatively into the serene Califor- 
nia botanic garden is two wedding 
crashers doing cartwheels in the buff.

Power-stare at the naked parade, get it 
out of your system, resume 
job.) Conversations veer from 
eco-friendly (“Save the planet, 
shower together”) to practical 
(“My ass is burning, so ’m 
gonna go in the shade”).

But there’s 
white wine, so it’s classy. 

You slip away to meet the 
nude-lyweds.

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ERHAPS THE VERY idea of another post- 
apocalyptic tale exhausts you, but do stay, 
linger for a bit. Emily St. John Mandel’s tender 
and lovely new novel, Station Eleven, indeed 
begins when the world as we know it ends. 
Mandel anchors her book with the collapse of 
aging Hollywood actor Arthur Leander, who 
suffers a heart attack during a production of King Lear. As 
colleagues gather to raise a glass in the man’s honor, the 
author delivers a great slap of dread: “Of all of them there at 
the bar that night, the bartender was the one who survived the 
longest.

Within weeks, the Georgia flu, an insidiously efficient 
virus born in Eastern Europe and blown across the globe 
like a poisonous kiss, has wiped out 99 percent of the 
population. Mandel devotes an excruciatingly forlorn seven 
paragraphs to humanity’s “incomplete list” of loss: no more 
cities, no more flight, no more police, no more electric 
guitars, no more social media. It’s what remains of a broken 
world that fuels a novel that miraculously reads like equal 
parts page-turner and poem. 

One of her great feats is that the story feels spun rather 
than plotted, with seamless shifts in time and characters. 
Here, a young Arthur’s fateful meeting with his first wife. 
Then, a Michigan airport where stranded passengers cluster 
in huddles of horror beneath screens showing CNN. Now, a 
resolute band of actors whose caravan roams between dys- 
topian settlements performing Shakespeare and Beethoven.
